| “The general: sttke which was, carefully 
arranged by the quarryworkers’ -Guild 
Inst woek. has practically failed, and tho 
Guild appears to be beaten, Tho method 
of securing obedience to the edict af the 
Guild was that of sending a band of 
strikers to visit all the quarries on acertain 
day, to command all workmen aithor to 
atop operations or prepare to be ‘cut in 
pieces.” Five mon were brought before

| 23rd inst. charged with having engaged in 
tho work of intimidation. After some 
ovidence-was taken the case was remanded, 
The prisoners were again brought before 
his Worship to-day.
